The developer’s action was 
based on the council’s appar- 
ent, but informal, support of 
these phases of his proposal: 

1. The golf course would be 
operated on a private basis with 
MacDonald financially aiding 
formation of a board of direc- 
tors, who would take over plan- 
ning construction of the course 
from there. 

2. The city would grant an 
“open-air” easement for the 
course, an innovation which 
MacDonald said would make 
sure that the golf course prop- 
erty would be reserved for rec- 
reational use only. 

3. The apartments, located on 
two “islands” totalling 43 
acres around which the golf 
course would wend, would not 
be built before the golf course 
was finished. This area would 
be zoned for garden apartments 
by the city. 

FINANCING 

MacDonald said he would 
think the golf course directors 
could be organized and fiancial- 
ly able, through sales of mem- 
berships, to proceed with golf 
course development within a 
year. He said the golfing lay- 
out and club building might 
take about an additional 15 
months to build. He placed 
current estimates of develop- 


ment cost at just over $1,000,- 
000.

(Cont'd. frem P. 1, Col. 2) 
though planning commission 
chairman Charles Anderson 
pointed out that there was 
no doubt about the legality 
of the use. 

Churches are legal in all res- 
idential portions of the city, he 
said. 

He added that he agreed that 
a “revival” was a general need 
for all people but, “in the face 
of any substantial opposition, 
we'd have to give serious con- 
sideration to the legality of us- 
ing a tent.” 

Mrs. Irma Skipworth, 1130 
Sevier avenue, a member of the 
staff of the county welfare de- 
partment, said she felt Belle 
Haven was “much worse off” 

than other parts of Menlo Park. 
She felt. there was “a great 
need” for the spiritual revival 
series. 

Mrs. Burney rebutted that 
she was: aware of acute econo- 
mic problems but emphasized 
her pride in the community. 

“We're living in Belle Ha- 
ven because we think it has a 
future, not because we have 
no hope or because we feel 
there’s no place else to go,” 
she said, adding that part 
of the upgrading is “a prob- 
lem of planning.” 

“We have these lacks be- 
cause we keep running our- 
selves down,’ she went on. 

Mrs. Geraldine Farmar, a 
teacher at Belle Haven School 
and a resident of the area, told 
planners: 

“You can’t appreciate the ar- 
ea’sproblems unless you live 
in the area. Some people need 
help. The temporary tent 
might be replaced with some- 
thing permanent.”

City Councilman Guy Plais- 
ted, who sits in on planning 
commission meetings as an 
ex-officio member, pointed 
out that the city government 
of Menlo Park thinks no less 
of Belle Haven than any oth- 
er part of the town. Any use 
permit applications or archi- 
tectural control requests are 
handled with the same con- 
cern as those of any other 
area. 


Planning Commissioner

Chairman Anderson summariz- 
ed, “can be found just about 
any place in the city.”

Ravenswood School Dist. Sets 
Budget, Talks Double Sessions. 


Without a soul on hand to 
question it, the Ravenswood 
City School District’s 1960-61 
budget, including an estimated 
17.9 cent increase in the tax | 
rate, was approved by trustees | 
Monday night. 

The total budget of $2,545,- 
800 needs still-unreceived 
state assessment figures for | 
utilities to be complete. 

Without those final assess- 
ment figures, the tax rate ,in- 
cluding all “overrides” on top | 
of the legal rate of $3.24, | 
which isn’t changed, is estimat- 
ed at $3.987. 

Last year’s total figure was 
$3.808. Of the increase, 14.6 
cents was required to make up | 
for losses in state apportion- 
ment—a so-called “penalty” be- 
cause San Mateo County is al- 
legedly underassessed. 

The remainder of the esti- 
mated increase was for re- 
tirement fund and state loan | 
repayment cost hikes. 

There were no questions 
from the audience at the public 
hearing—because there wasn’t 
any audience.

In another important consid- 
eration, the trustees showed 
signs of leaning towards chang- 
ing—temporarily — their long- 
standing policy on double ses- 
sions. 

The discussion came dur- 
ing a study meeting follow- 
ing adjournment of the reg- 
ular session and no decision 
was reached. This may occur 
at the next meeting which 
board president Martin Pac- 
kard, away on business, is 
able to attend. 

But the remainder of the 
now appears to favol 
making decisions at individual 
schools this year on cutting 
double sessions if class loads 
drop to a point where this is 
practical. 

As of the moment, all district 
schools are planned for double- 
sessioning up through the sec- 
ond grade. 

Rather than rejuggle clas- 
ses on a district-wide basis, 
which occurred when third 
grades were taken off dual 
sessions after school opened 
last year, trustees indicated 
that unexpected low turnout 
in some grades this year 
would be handled in the 
school affected. 


Supt. of Schools Stanley O. 
Schnepple noted that, based on 
July estimates, Willow first 
graders and O’Connor second 
graders may be few enough to 
allow single sessions for those 
grades at those schools.

Voters Share Blame 


Continuing to have a clubby exclusiveness which per- 
petuates itself by a system that almost smacks of con- 
spiracy, the Menlo Park City Council appointed a new 
member unto itself last week. 

} There have been individual cries that this was “high- 
handed” and “undemocratic,” and the proposal has been 
made the business of replacing retired Councilman Vaile 
S. Andrus should have been done at the polls. 

i Even those most vocal in criticizing the city coun- 

| cil for its 16-year policy of appointing replacements 

| for resigned members, rather than letting things go to 

{ @ vote, will admit that local contested elections rarely 

| draw more than 20 per cent of the electorate to the 

| polls, and this statistic goes a long way toward fixing 
the blame for any “lack of democratic political respon- 
sibility” in the town. | 
! To hold an election for the benefit of perhaps 20 per 
cent of the voters would open the door to election of a 
candidate by a minority. 

! It’s the other 80 per cent of the people —the ones 
who don’t get to the polls for municipal elections — on, 
whom should fall the blame. 

‘ We were all told in school that, if democracy is to 
work, all must participate. We have been told so since, 
too. And this newspaper, along with others, squanders 
considerable space each issue in chronicling the doings of 
local government. 

Things have come to such a pass, apparently, that 
the word “incumbent” beside a candidate's name on 
an election ballot virtually assures his election — but 
not on the grounds that he’s a good man in need of 
endorsement. Rather, agree critics of the city council's 
| appointive habit, the word “incumbent,” associated 
{ with a name usually seen frequently in the public 
| prints, virtually assures election of that individual, be- 
| cause the electorate is too lazy to learn of issues, 

misfeasances (if any) in council operations, or qualifi- 

\ cations, if any, of the challenger. 

| Maybe, some day, some member of the local city 
council will do something horribly and hopelessly wrong. 
It'll have to be something, we fear, that borders on the 
criminal or scandalous, before a large number of residents 
rise in righteous indignation and, with a united view, go 
to the polls and order that the rascal be turned out. 

Without advocating such drastic means of getting 
away from the appointive system, we believe it can be 
done. The system has served the city well. The “dictator- 
ship of reasonable men” has succeeded in modelling a 
community through its years of growth crisis, of which 
all residents can be proud. 

Now we hope to see two developments: 

First, we hope the voters of the city will tur out in 
sufficient numbers to assure that an election will express 
the true will of the majority. 

Second, we hope that, with this encouragement, future 
councilmen contemplating resignation will not wait until 
after they have been re-elected to step down.

Municipal Report: 


Course of Fire District History 
—Volunteer to City Dept. 


(Continued from last week) 

With the formal organiza- 
tion of the Menlo Park Fire 
District, the foundation was 
laid for the organization under 
which the district operates to- 
day. 

To be sure, the district only 
had two pieces of equipment 
and its staff was made up of 
volunteers headed by _ the 
town’s blacksmith, Frank 
Roach, who also acted as volun- 
teer chief. Leslie N. Brown, la- 
ter chief, was the first paid 
fireman and was hired in 1919. 

The volunteer organiza- 
tion appeared inadequate 
when, in 1917, Camp 
Fremont was opened here. 
But the army enlisted some 
local men who were familiar 
with the countryside and at- 
tached them to the engine 
companies which were then 
stationed at a privately-own- 
ed garage at Santa Cruz ave- 
nue and Merrill street. 

The district’s organization, 
meantime, began to look for- 
ward to getting some equip- 
ment of its own. And in the 
fall of 1919 its first station, at 
1077 Merrill street, was com- 
pleted. 

Being of an economical turn 
of mind the firemen didn’t let 
their old hose wagon house get 
out of district hands. They re- 
moved it to the rear of the sta- 
tion, and fitted it out as a tool 
house. 

Evolution of the fire district 
since then has been one, large- 
ly, of increasing the paid staff 
and the firefighting facilities 
available, in keeping with the 
growing population of the dis- 
trict. 

Much of the districts’ expan- 
sion, incidentally, was done at 
“bargain rates.” 

During the depth of the 
depression, for instance, 
shortly after the hiring of 
the late Chief Thomas F. 
Cuff, the volunteers decided 
to build a second station, to 
serve the relatively distant 
East Palio Alto area. 

The district purchased a

small garage on a small lot and 
the volunteers themselves, as 
well as some out-of-work indi- 
viduals, built a station around 
it. 

That particular installation 
served until 1954, when con- 
struction of the University av- 
enue overpass of the Bayshore 
freeway forced its abandon- 
ment. 

The district’s station 3, at 34 
Almendral avenue, was com- 
pleted in 1937. Considered en- 
tirely adequate in its day, it 
was viewed as being a little 
less so last year, and some re- 
pairs to improve the living 
quarters were added. 

The three stations, well scat- 
tered as they were, remained 
adequate until after World 
War II. 

But in the meantime, the 
last of the unpaid firemen — 
including “sleepers” who 
were allowed to quarter 
themselves at the stations in 
exchange for emergency serv- 
ice during the night - time 
hours—were discharged. 

Chief Cuff, incidentally, had 
been a firefighter from 1915 
and it was he who gets credit 
for setting up the training 
program of the district. 

One of the basic items which 
he felt was needed was a drill 
tower, on which his men could 
practice climbing up and down 
ladders, sliding down ropes, 
and learning how to overcome 
the hazards of balance and ver- 
tigo at heights. 

Just to let the community 
know how good the firemen get 
at such things, Chief Cuff made 
it a practice to put on annual 
drill tower shows, which since 
have become a feature of the 
area’s “Fire Prevention Week” 
observance. 

The department's commis- 
sioners, meantime, appear to 
have gone along with the 
popularly accepted standard 
that there should be one fire- 
man in the district for each 
1000 of population. 

In the late 1940’s, this meant 
about 30 firemen; it means 
more than 70 today. 

The history of district ex- 
pansion since World War II is 
closely linked with that of the 
area’s population growth, as 
can be seen.

ENDORSES EFFORT 


Editor, the Recorder: 

Many thoughtful parents in Menlo Park 
have been heartened by recent comments 
concerning future progress in our elemn- 
tary school education. 

The Recorder, reporting details of the 
July 19 meeting of the Board of Educa- 
tion, stated our trustees plan to concen- 
trate on goals of education during the com- 
ing year. 

Again last week, the Recorder reported 
Superintendent Melville Homfeld believes 
it necessary to re-vamp the curriculum of 
the district in order to include greater con- 
tent. 

These and similar views should be wel- 
comed by parents who look to the Board 
of Education and the superintendent for 
leadership. 

Education is being discussed and re- 
viewed on national and state levels. In 
Sacramento, Dr. Robert Gordon Sproul, 
president emeritus of the University of 
California, is among those participating in 
the state citizens’ advisory commission on 
education. 

According to Henry C. Mecarth ur. a 
long-time capitol observer, Dr. Sproul has 
proposed many changes for elementary 
and high school education .He has asked 
the commission to recommend to the state 
legislature a new concept in requirements 
for education. 

Among Dr. Sproul’s proposals are: a 
much greater emphasis on the “three Rs”; 
reduction in the status of offerings such 


—— fe 
ters from its readers on any subject of 
public interest. Within the limitations 
of available space, all such letters will 
be published as received so long as 
they do not violate decency and goed 
taste and provided they are signed. 
The Recorder always welcomes le 


as “manners and morals”; reduction in the 
total physical education time required of 
students. Reading, Dr. Sproul recom- 
mends, shoul dbe taught with phonics, and 
arithmetic should be given stress on basic 
principles. 

He urges at least two third of each 
school weeks in the first six grades be 
devoted to reading, writing, spelling, Eng- 
lish and arithmetic. Now only 50 per cent 
of school time is devoted to these basic 
subjects. 

At the fourth grade level, the report 
suggests the state require the teaching of 
a foreign language. Geography and his- 
tory should be taught as subjects: not 


under the “meaningless catch-all” of social 
studies. 
Now, local school officials reveal a 


new awareness of academic needs in our 
elementary schools. Their recent actions 
deserves the commendation and support 
of a thoughtful citizenry. 

This is not the time for a pathy. Our 
standards for educational excellence will 
be raised only in proportion to our interest 
in education—not by our neglect.

If the thinking now apparent | 
in the courthouse is carried | 
out, the charter amendments 
would go to the voters at a spe- 
cial election next May when all 
school districts will be ballot- 
ing. 

A new state law provides for

The county’s hands 
are tied by state and federal 
rules so the family must use 
up its own funds and then 
turn to the county as a pau- 
per. 

Makes you sick to the sto- 
mach to think that a respec- 
table family that tried hard 
cannot receive assistance 
when some other family that 
won’t work or take care of 
anything it might receive can_ 
call on relief funds for ALL 
its needs. 

We're glad we don’t have to 
decide such matters.
